$nagorues.nor onely of the Cities of 
the Leaites : for the very hiftoricall 

exture of the Pſalme_L dilcouers as 
much, But that branch of ir, where 
on which I faſtened my anchor, and 
whereI chiefly inſiſted, namely the 
12 verſe, rouching the taking of the 
houſes of God in poſſeſ510n, ( which in- 
deedis the center of the Plalme:what 
interpreration ſoeuer it recetueth 
moſt of them interpret it prima- 
fly and poſitively for the Temple 
and Holy things, then per tranſlatto- 
nem for Hieruſalem , and by conle- 
t N 
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uence,for all 1udea, (and the people 
of God) in reſpc that they were 
there planted. 

For though wee following Gewe- 
brad , Caluin and Arias Montanus, 
tranſlate ir litrerally, Take the howſes 
of God in poſieſsion; yet the Septuagints 
& Greekes interpret 1t » *x«5ie&or m5 25; 
And Hierome inthe Latin Vulgarac- 
cordingly, Sani7warium Dei : in his 
other tranflation called Hebreicave- 
, rites, (whichalſo agrecth with that 
elder, cited by Zuciws in the primer 
ages of the Church ) Pulchritudinem 
Dei: Pellican, elefFiſsima: all of them 
by ſuch denominations, asare moſt 
proper to the Temple & holy things. 
And therefore the Church in all for. 
 merages and for the moſt part yet 
allo beyond the Seas, even in the re+ 
formed parts of Germany, retainerh 
that interpretation of Savcueriom

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| Det, as beſt agreeing with the in» 
tent of the Hebrew , which Hierome 
inthe Preface to his tranſlation pro- 
feſſeth confidently (by many witneſ 
&s)that he hath changed in nothing. 
Lalleage all this, but to ſhew, that 
by what variety of words ſoever, the 
tranſlators expreſſe the originall 
Hebrew, yetthey all concurre with 
thisas the Fountaine and ſtandard ; 
that prima intentioney it aimeth atthe 
holy things, though in ſeeunda ir bee 
cariedvnto temporal, 

 Ourſclucsalloin our owne Eng- 
liſh eranſlation, vaderftand the houſes 
of God, for places dedicated to the (er- 
viceof God.

vpon it: neither could Auguſtine find 
itinthe litterall or hi/oricall ſence of 
che text : and therefore he deduceth 
it to the people of God by way of 
Tropology,viing the metaphor of Saint 
Paul.

People bar for the Church: then Ex ne- 
ce(ſario conſequente, when the Prophet 
denounceth ſuch heauy things a-

his more peculiar and choſen (er- 
uants, his Cleargy, his ZLeuites, his 
fr ſt borne ?

Petrus Damianus a Cardinall, 
whileſt that title was rathera name 
of Miniſtry then of Dignity , and 
long 
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long before it became mounted and 
purpurate, aſfarreof his time , now 
almoſt 600. yeers old, vnderſtandeth 
this P/almalſo of Church poſſeſsions, 
& dignities,& our of it doth vehemer 
ly confute the Chaplains of Duke Go. 
thifred, which held it no fimony to 
buy Bifhoprickes and Prieſts places, 
ſothey paid nothing for the ampoſi=

And much moreto9 
this purpoſe , which were here too 
long torecite : but (concluding that 
the Prophet hath leyelled at them all 
in this ?/alme ) heſaicth, De omnibus 
iſets ſequitar : Deus mens pone eos vt r6-

Toannes Vitals, who lived aboue 
300. yeeres ſince, ( and for his fame, 
and learning, was alſo called to bee & 
Caraizal,crethat this dignity was yet

men tharprey vpon the Church, ape 
plying the interpretation of the 
names therein mentioned very bit» 
terly vatothem.

ple was there:and laſtly by conſequence 
(for that is his owne word ) for the 
Land of Indea,whoſe chiefe City Teruſa- 
tem was, $0 thathe maketh the Tem: 
pleand things belonging to God, to 
be the maine part whereat the Pro- 


phetaimeth,and the City and Coun- 
trey to follow, but by inference and 


implication, 

Cometothe later Writers, Gene- 
brard noteth vpon SaniFaarium det;

di populi dei. So thatit hee had beenque- 
tioned further; how he ynderſtaod Habr 
zaculs, ſpecialiter, it is chenlike bee would 
have anſwered , de dininis omnibus templis 
tantum: that is, oxely of Churches. But be 
tas ix is, he ſerreth them inthe firſt place, 
as the proper ſignification, and the reſt in 
conl-quence, as «nalogzeall, according to 
Anpuſtine & our Countrey-man Ly; anm.

Pelican a great Hebritian, tranſlateth ic 
Poſſideamus nobis ale(Fiſsima det, and ex- 
poundeth it 'in like manner as before, 
Templurs ciuitatem vaſa populum det. 

Pomeranus interpreterh it of them thae 
did ſecke to make themſeluces Lords and 
heires ofthe Temple. 

To conclude, becauſe the neweſt things 
ae moſt acceptable with many, The laſt , 
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man that hath* wrirten vpon the P/alter, 
Lorinus a lIcſuit; ( and therefore I will nor 
preſſe his authoriry )yet to doe him right, 
very well eſteemed amongſt great Clarks 
of our owne Church for much good lear- 
ning (though in matters of controucrſie, 
full enough of Romiſh levin ) reciteth 
ſome-what more briefly the tormer in- 
terpretations of Petrus Damianus , Hut 
Carainalis and TohnV italis, and approuing 
thoſe their applications, putreih them ſtill 
eninto the world , as truly conlonantto 


the tenor of the Plalme , which notwith- | 


ſtanding I doubt not hath alſo many other 


expolitions, as herbes haue vſually divers | 
vertuesand operations, But thus the eldeſt | 
and neweſt expolitors are wholly for mee, | 


many alfo (& of the beſt of thE)of the mid- 


dleages,nonethar I know againſt me. For | 


alchough Maſculus, Bucer,Calnin, Marlorat, 
Mollerys, expound this Plalme hiſtorically 
of che Countrey and Nation of the Iewes, 
yet when they apply it to the Church of 

p.. Chuiſt 
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Chriſt(as athcr» iſerhere were no vie of it) 
© they make thar application by way of fi- 


gure& analogy; And then is there no cauſe 
to raiſe an ax:itheſis , or contraticty be= 
rweenethem and me. For to reconcile rhe 
matter, S. /erome in his cntrance into the 
expoſition of this P/alme, telleth vs, that 
wee may expound it figuratiuely of the 
Church(whicn I vnderſtand in matters of 
aftion,goucrnement, doftrine) or htſtori- 
cally of the people of the Iewes and nations a- 
boutthem, And though Calvin himſelfe 
purſuethfor the moſt part the hiſtoricall 
interpretation , yet when he commeth to 
the 12,verſe, he ſaith; /terum accuſat profa- 
pos homines ſacrilegy, quod pradateria licen- 
tu inuolant in ipſam det hereditatem. 

Thus much , and roo much touching 
thispoint. As itis ſaide in the end ofthe 
Machabees: If I haue done well and 45 the ſto-
